The troops brought by the Cbesterr 
being in fair health were placed on 
trains in New Jersey, and are now on 
their way to the posts assigned to th e n 
in the different parts of the country. 
The ambulance ship took 128 sick 
soldiers to Jersey City, where they 
were transported to a hospital train in 
charge of Surgeon Ma jor Charles Rich* 
ard, U. S. A., which was to convey 
them to Philadelphia. 
The Shinne­ 
cock then crossed the North river and 
landed 26 sick soldiers and 47 convales­ 
cents, members of the army, the for­ 
mer being sent to St. Vincent’s and 
New York hospitals.

John Hall of New York died yesterday 
morning at Bangor, County Down. 
Dr. Hall was on his annual visit to 
Europe, and died at his sister’s resi­ 
dence. His health had been broken 
down for more than a year. He had 
hoped to return te New York shortly 
and had already engaged passage on the 
steamer for himselt and for his wife. 
Dr. Hall’s death was due to heart 
failure.

Thomas Hall and Prof. Robert Hall, 
were present at the bedside of the de­ 
ceased when he passed away 
N e w Y o r k , Sept. 19.—Dr. John Hall, 
who died Saturday in Ireland, was born 
in County Armagh, Ireland, on July 31, 
1329. He was of Scotch descent. When 
13 years of age he entered Belfast col­ 
lage and was repeatedly Hebrew prize 
blan. In 1849 he was licensed to preach, 
and at once engaged in labor as a mis­ 
sionary in the west of Ireland. 
He was 
installed pastor of the First Presbyter­ 
ian church at Armagh in 1852 and in 
185* was called to the church of Mary’s 
Abbey (now Rutland Square) in Dublin. 
He received from the viceroy the hon­ 
orary appointment of commissioner of 
education for Ireland aud served w ith­ 
out compensation. 
in the summer of 1867 he was ap­ 
pointed delegate from the general as­ 
sembly in Ireland to the Old School 
assembly then in session in Cincinnati. 
Lr. Hall made most forcible appeals in 
behalf of 
church unity, and likely 
hastened the consummation of the de­ 
sired union. 
At the New School as­ 
sembly in Rochester, N. Y., he was 
e< [bally successful. 
Alter his return to Ireland he re­ 
ceived a call by cable, probably the 
first time ever used for sued purpose, to 
tee t ii til Avenue Presbyterian church 
New York. He accepted it and en­ 
tered upon his labors in November, 1867.

the first cabinet council of Saturday, he 
was not responsible for the decisions 
reached at the council. 
He declared 
that should he see any attempt under 
pretext of a revision of the Dreyfus pro­ 
ceedings to engage in 
mameuvres 
against the army he would immediately 
resign. 
A majority of Paris papers approve 
of the cabinet’s decision, which is 
looked upon as the first definite step 
taken toward revision. 
A semi-official note explains that 
General Chanoine only had a confer­ 
ence with President Faure after his ap­ 
pointment to succeed General Zurlinden 
had actually been signed. 
The decis­ 
ion of the committee appointed to con­ 
sider the m atter of the revision will be 
in no way binding upon the cabinet, 
which wili still have to decide the actual 
question ot revision.

ALGER’S INSPECTION. 


S \ n J u a n d e P o r t o R ic o , Sept. 19.— 
The preparations for the embarkation 
ot the Spanish troops are reported to De 
complete, although the American com­ 
missioners have not been officially ad­ 
vised to that effect. 
Two ships of the company Trans- 
atlantic;! are expected to arrive here on 
the 26th inst. 
Five vessels will be re­ 
quired to transport all the troops with 
their luggage and the field artillery and 
equipments. 
The Porto Rican troops 
are to be landed near Cadiz. 
The United 
States 
commissioners 
have agre* d that snoh troops as desire 
to remain here may do so, and prac­ 
tically all the volunteers and some of 
the regulars, whoso families and inter­ 
ests are here, will remain. If the neces­ 
sary ships were here the island would 
be * evacuated and in our possession 
within three days. 
The 
American commissioners are 
highly gratified with the spirit shown 
by the Spaniards. The unexpected has 
happened. 
Where it was expected that 
opposition and delay would be encoun­ 
tered none has been found. In good 
faith the Spanish commissioners have 
met the Americans and arranged with 
them the terms of evacuation. Our com­ 
missioners expect to Hee the American 
flag hoisted aud the Spanish flag hauled 
down forever within three weeks. 
H a v a n a , Sept. 19.—It was under­ 
stood yesterday that it is proposed to 
start the evacuation of Spanish troops 
from east to west, embarking the troops 
at the ports of Gibara, Nuevitas, Cion- 
fuegos and Havaua. 
The official statement of the number 
of Spanish soldiers in the islands is said 
to place the aggregate ut 100,000, and it 
is understood that it is proposed that 
the men shall crrry with them their 
arms, ammunition, material and equip­ 
ments. 
It is estimated that the end of F'eb* 


1 nary will have come before the evacua­ 
tion of the island is completed, as the 
soldiers must embark in Spanish ves­ 
sels. 
It is sugg» sted that this will be 
an advantage to both countries, the 
United States having an opportunity to 
acclimatize its men during the winter 
mouths, as it is proposed that the 
American government shall land troops 
to occupy each post simultaneously 
with its evacuation, not leaving any 
pos tunguarded at auy time.

Several responsible Spaniards assured 
the correspondent that they would re­ 
fuse to remain here if Spain was rein­ 
stated in the control of the islands. 
Many of the Spanish soldiers refuse to 
serve again, and Spanish officers are 
utterly disgusted with the rottenness of 
Spain’s government and prefer to be­ 
come American subjects. 
The annnexationists have a majority 
of 71 in the national assembly, but the 
discussion of the subject has not been 
finished.

New Y ork, Sept. 19.—Dr. John Hall, 
who died Saturday in Ireland, was born 
m County Armagh, Ireland, on July 31, 
I 829. He was of Scotch descent. When 
13 years of age he entered Belfast col­ 
lege and was repeatedly Hebrew prize 
Durn. In 1849 he was licensed to preach, 
and at once engaged in labor as a mis­ 
sionary in the west of Ireland. 
He was 
installed pastor of the First Presbyter­ 
ian church at Armagh in 1852 and in 
1858 was called to the church of Mary’s 
Abbey (now Rutland Square) in Dublin. 
He received from the viceroy the hon­ 
orary appointment of commissioner of 
adunation for Ireland and served w ith­ 
out compensation. 
In the summer of 1867 he was ap­ 
pointed delegate from the general as­ 
sembly in Ireland to the Old School 
assembly then in session in Cincinnati. 
I r. Hall made most forcible appeals in

His 
courage is limitless and is of the dash­ 
ing type which has given him the as­ 
cendency over his people which he now 
holds. The humblest peasant speaks of 
Don Emilio as a "terrible fighter." He 
has surrounded himself with brave, 
clever men, most of whom are appar­ 
ently thoroughly patriotic.

A day or two later he called 
on General Anderson, and then the 
American made a mistake in diplomacy 
of which the clover Filipino has not 
failed to make the most The Filipino 
was received with military honors. \ 
company of the Fourteenth regulars 
presented arms as he came to the head­ 
quarters building, and the trumpeters 
blew the general’s salute. The young 
insurgent leader was cautions and re­ 
served in manner. He had already pro­ 
claimed himself first dictator and then 
president of the Philippine republic in 
order to forestall the Americans as 
much as possible, and now he wanted 
to learn as much as possible of the 
Americans’ intentions.

"Tell General Anderson that I do 
not fear that the Americans will annex 
the Philippines, because I have read 
their constitution many times and I do 
not find a provision there for annexa­ 
tion or colonization. ” 
When Aguinaldo returned to his 
headquarters, he found there a letter 
from General Anderson saying that an­ 
other American expedition would soon 
arrive and that room would be needed 
for these soldiers. He replied at once, 
suggesting the use of the old convent 
of Cavite. General Anderson had it in­ 
spected by his surgeons, who pronounced 
it unsanitary. Then there was more cor­ 
respondence with Aguinaldo, who finally 
moved his headquarters across Bakor 
bay to Bakor, and has within a day or 
two ordered his men out of all the places 
they occupy in Cavite. To comply with 
this order the 2,000 or more Spanish 
prisoners he holds have been shifted out 
to the provinces controlled by the in­ 
surgents and scattered around. One of 
the big houses in Cavite is occupied by 
Antonio Aserio, a Chinese. General 
Anderson's men ordered him out of it. 
He declared that he owned it and ap­ 
pealed to Aguinaldo, whom he has help­ 
ed a great deal. The house was used as 
a naval storehouse by the Spaniards. It 
was found by an American named Dorr, 
who has been in this country for several 
years and talks Tagalo, the native lan­ 
guage. He works for Jackson & Evans, 
who run a general store in Cavite. 
Dorr heard natives talking about a 
storehouse and traced it back to this 
house, which is one of the biggest in 
Ca\4te. He reported to General Ander­ 
son, and a guard was sent down to oc­ 
cupy the house. It was occupied by 
Aserio and a dozen other Chinese. 
Aserio is a man of considerable impor­ 
tance here and is a stanch supporter of 
Aguinaldo. The house was full of na­ 
val and commissary stores. There were 
coils and ooils of rope of various sizes, 
piles of copper pipe, brasses and other 
naval stores, tons of coffee, great piles 
of rice and barrels of pork. Aserio at 
Duce aDDealed to Aguinaldo when he 


and the other Chinese were put out, and 
Aguinaldo protests that the place be­ 
longs to an insurgent and is private 
property. 
It is evident, however, that the place 
was a n a v a l storehouse, because the old 
Spanish sign was found in the house, 
and outside was the place from which 
it had been taken. The supplies were 
Rot such as would be carried in a pri­ 
vate stock, except perhaps some of the 
commissary stores, and even those not 
in such quantities. The army officers 
believe that in all probability when the 
Spanish ran out of Cavite after Dewey’s 
victory Aserio made a deal with the 
commissary whereby he was to take 
charge of the stores and sell them for 
what he conld get and divide the spoils. 
The dictator protested to General An­ 
derson about the seizure of this house 
and again asked for a declaration of 
the American intentions. The officer 
who brought this letter asked for a re­ 
ply in writing, "so that he conld show 
it to his president.*' General Anderson 
replied that his government had not 
recognized Aguinaldo^ government in 
any way, nor would he, and there was 
no letter for "the president. ** Sotho 
matter stands now.—Manila dor.

His 
courage is limitless aud is of the dash­ 
ing type which has given him the as­ 
cendency over his people which he now 
holds. The humblest peasant speaks of 
Don Emilio as a ‘‘terrible fighter. ” He 
has surrounded himself w ith brave, 
clever men, most of whom are appar­ 
ently thoroughly patriotic. 
They are 
devoted entirely to Aguinaldo because 
they believe that that way lies the best 
chance of success, but they are not blind 
to his ambition or to his schemes. The 
loot of a splendid city like Manila 
would be a tremendous thing for Agui­ 
naldo. 
And he would not hesitate. He 
has a hard, cold, cruel face and a hard, 
cold, cruel disposition. 
His methods 
show him to be unscrupulous and sus­ 
picious of every man whom he cannot 
dominate completely. 
It is not safe to 
be too conspicuous in his government 
or to have opinions which differ too 
much from his own. 
The most successful leader, except 
himself, Ataebio, who conducted the 
movements in the north of Luzon in the 
last revolution 
and 
quarreled with 
Aguinaldo over the division of the 
Spanish bribe which bought the peace 
the Spanish arms could not win, has 
disappeared. On his part, when the 
quarrel was settled, he gave Aguinaldo 
bis loyal support in this rebellion. 
Aguinaldo arrested him at the first 
chance and his brother, his cousin and 
two nephews as well. 
Ataohio is gone, 
and they whisper it around the head­ 


quarters at Baker that ne has been shot. 
The other four await the summons. 
“ A Filipino republic," said Saudigo, 
the most brilliant of all the Filipinos, 
“ would be the victim of the ambitious 
of all Europe. “ 
Aguinaldo knows this to be the truth, 
but before Europe realized on its ara- 
oition be would have had the looting 
rf the richest aud most valuable islands 
in the east, a prize for a king, a pearl 
without price. 
A liberal government, patterned on 
our own. with Filipinos in it when they 
save demonstrated their fitness and 
ability, under the protection of the stars 
and stripes, with Americans to guide 
until the people reach such a stage of 
advancement that they can help them­ 
selves, free speech, free worship and 
free life— that is the dream of Saudigo, 
who thinks not for himself, but for his 
people. Both men look to the Americans 
for help, Aguinaldo, crafty and clever, 
for the furtherance of bisow n schemes; 
Sandigo, brilliant and patriotic, as the 
hope <»f his people. 
“ I may not live to see it,” says San- 
iligo, with a smile and a shrug of his 
shoulders. 
“ Some day I may follow 
Atachio, but I hope.” 
When the American soldiers landed 
in Cavite, they found Aguinaldo in full 
possession beyond the navy yard gates. 
The first unpleasant indication of his 
presence W'as in the practical arrest of 
Lieutenant. Clark, General Anderson’s 
aid. 
Clark was walking about Cavite 
when a Filipino soldier told him Agui­ 
naldo wanted to see him at once at 
Filipino headquarters. Clark went there, 
and Aguinaldo asked him what he was 
doing in Civite. Clark said he W'as An­ 
derson’s aid and was on the general’s 
business. Aguinaldo said very well, ho 
would give Lieutenant Clark his per­ 
mission to go about the place. That 
night General Anderson sent word to 
Aguinaldo that he was in command in 
Cavite and his officers and men must 
not be interfered with. 
On the Fourth of July Aguinaldo was 
indisposed and could not accept Ander 
son’s invitation to see the review of the 
First brigade. 
He sent his wonderfu 
band instead, and that was better than 
his presence intrinsically if not in army 
courtesy. 
A day or two later he called 
on General Anderson, and then the 
American made a mistake in diplomacy 
of which the clover Filipino has not 
failed to make the most 
The Filipino 
was received with m ilitary honors. 
A 
company of the Fourteenth regulars 
presented arms as he came to the head­ 
quarters building, and the trumpeters 
blew the general’s salute. 
The young 
insurgent leader was cautions and re­ 
served in manner. He had already pro 
claimed himself first dictator and then 
president of the Philippine republic in 
order to forestall the Americans as 
much as possible, and now he wanted 
to learn as mnch as possible of the 
Americans’ intentions. 
But he had no 
confidences to exchange. Finally he ask­ 
ed directly what the Americans intend­ 
ed to do in regard to the Philippines. 
“ We have lived as a nation 122 
years,” 
replied 
General 
Anderson 
through his interpreter, “ and have nev­ 
er owned or desired a colony. 
We con­ 
sider ourselves a great nation as we are, 
and I leave you to draw your own in­ 
ference. ” 
The face of the young Filipino was 
like a mask, and no fleeting change of 
expression showed how quick he was to 
grasp the tactical error, but his eyes 
danced, and he said to his interpreter: 
“ Tell General Anderson that I do 
not fear that the Americans will annex 
the Philippines, because I have read 
their constitution many times and I do 
not find a provision there for annexa­ 
tion or colonization. ” 
When Aguinaldo returned to his 
headquarters, he found there a letter 
from General Anderson saying that an­ 
other American expedition would soon 
arrive and that room would be needed 
for these soldiers. He replied at once, 
suggesting the use of the old convent 
of Cavite. General Anderson had it in­ 
spected by his surgeons, who pronounced 
it unsanitary. Then there was more cor­ 
respondence with Aguinaldo, who hnally 
moved his headquarters across Bakor 
bay to Bakor, and has within a day or 
two ordered his men out of all the places 
they occupy in Cavite. To comply with 
this order the 2,000 or more Spanish 
prisoners he holds have been shifted out 
to the provinces controlled by the in­ 
surgents and scattered around. One of 
the big houses in Cavite is occupied by 
Antonio Aserio, a Chinese. 
General 
Anderson's men ordered him out of it. 
He declared that he owned it and ap­ 
pealed to Aguinaldo, whom he has help­ 
ed a great deal. The house was used as 
a naval storehouse by the Spaniards. It 
was found by an American named Dorr, 
who has been in this country for several 
years and talks Tagalo, the native lan­ 
guage. He works for Jackson & Evans, 
who run a general store in Cavite. 
Dorr heard natives talking about a 
storehouse aud traced it back to this 
house, w’hich is one of the biggest in 
Ca\*te. He reported to General Ander­ 
son, and a guard was sent down to oc­ 
cupy the house. It was occupied by 
Aserio and a dozen other Chinese. 
Aserio is a man of considerable impor­ 
tance here and is a stanch supporter of 
Aguinaldo. 
The house was full of na­ 
val and commissary stores. There were 
coils and coils of rope of various sizes, 
piles of copper pipe, brasses and other 
naval stores, tons of coffee, great piles 
of rice and barrels of pork. 
Aserio at 
once appealed to Aguinaldo when he 


and the other Chinese were put out, and 
Aguinaldo protests that the place be­ 
longs to an insurgent and is private 
property. 
It is evident, however, that the place 
was a naval .-torehonse, because the old 
Spanish sign was found in the house, 
and outside was the place from which 
it had been taken. The supplies were 
Dot such as would be carried in a pri­ 
vate stock, except perhaps some of the 
commissary stores, and even those not 
in such quantities. The army officers 
believe that in all probability when the 
Spanish ran out of Cavite after Dewey’s 
victory Aserio made a deal with the 
commissary whereby he was to take 
charge of the stores and sell them for 
what he conld get and divide the spoils. 
The dictator protested to General An­ 
derson about the seizure of this house 
m d again asked for a declaration of 
the American intentions. The officer 
who brought this letter asked for a re­ 
ply in writing, “ so that he could show 
it to his president" General Anderson 
replied that his government had not 
recognized Aguinaldo’* government in 
any way, nor would he, and there was 
no letter for “ the president." So the 
matter stands now.—Manila Cor. New 
York Sun.

romatta loads of it, each carromatta 
with a native driver. He started when 
the Spanish fire was hottest and went 
straight up through the open fields. The 
bullets buzzed and whistled all about 
him. 
They ripped through the tops ol 
his carts, and one of them hit one of his 
drivers in the leg. 
Finlay kept on as if he were going 
after corn on a pleasant afternoon until 
he reached the old insurgent trench. 
Then be halted his train and went for­ 
ward alone to find some one from the 
Tenth Pennsylvania to whom he could 
deliver the ammunition. That last IOO 
yards into our trench was what Oaptain 
O’Hara, a grizzled veteran who has seen 
a-plenty of hot work, called a “ very 
bot place. ” It was swept incessantly 
by Spanish bullets. But Finlay hunted 
around until he found his man, went 
back and got his oarromattas and started 
forward. One of his ponies was shot 
just in the rear of our trench. Finlay 
took it out of the cart and w ith the na­ 
tive driver hauled the cart along to it* 
place, delivered his cartridges and start 
ed back. 
On the way he found Oaptain Richtei 
lying in the field where he had fallen. 
He jam ped out of his carromatta, put 
the captain in and started on. Pretty 
soon he found another wounded man. 
That one was picked up, too, and back 
he went to camp. Then he turned the 
wounded over to the surgeons and got 
orders to take ten carromattas to the 
front and bring back the wounded. Back 
over that bullet swept field he went 
again, as cool and unconcerned as if on 
a drive through Golden Gate park, did 
his work, brought in the wounded and 
turned in to get what sleep he could be 
fore the hard day’s work began soon 
after daylight.—New York Sun.

THE MARCHAND MISSION. 


H is to r y o f th e F r e n c h 
E x p e d itio n 
S en t to t h e S u d an . 
Major Marchand, who is in command 
of the French expedition in central Af­ 
rica and is reported to have arrived re­ 
cently at Fashoda, on the White Nile. 
above Khartum, was appointed by the 
French government in February, 1896, 
to take command of a force of Senegalese 
sharpshooters sent to assist M. Liotard 
in his mission to the Bahr-el-Ghazal. 
Very little has been heard of him since 
he left France in June of 1896, but it 
was generally understood that he had 
joined M. Liotard. 
The Paris Eclair 
of Oct. 29, 1897, stated that the Mar-

chand and Boncbamps missions had in 
fact joined their forces near Fashoda 
and were marching on Khartum, where 
they expected to be well received by the 
khalifa as enemies of England. The 
Eclair had indeed been assured by a 
soi disant emissary of the khalifa at 
Constantinople, the Emir Soliman Li­ 
ger, that the sovereign of the dervishes 
had already been advised of the coming 
of the French expeditions and that they 
were sure of a cordial welcome. 
The defeat of the khalifa at Omdur- 
man by the Anglo-Egyptian expedition 
under General Sir Horatio 
Herbert 
Kitchener destroyed Major Marchand’s 
hopes of a junction with the dervishes, 
if he entertained such an idea, but his 
arrival at Fashoda with his expedition 
has already stirred England, rumors of 
his success having been current for sev­ 
eral days. Great Britain does not desire 
any interference with her plans for tho 
development of Egypt and central Af­ 
rica, and she has more than once let it 
be understood that such action would 
be considered hostile and a cause of 
war.—New York Herald. 


The navage and th e Birdcage. 
A gentleman who wont out with 
Stanley to Africa took with bim a num­ 
ber of birdcages, iu which he hoped to 
bring back some specimens of the rarer 
birds of the interior. Owing to the 
death of his carriers he was obliged to 
throw away the birdcages with a num­ 
ber of other articles. These were seized 
by the natives in great glee, though 
they did not know what to do with 
them, but they eventually decided that 
the small circular cages were a kind of 
headgear, and, knocking off the bottom, 
the chiefs strutted about in them with 
evident pride. One chief, thinking him­ 
self more wise than the others and hav­ 
ing seen the white men eat at table out 
of dishes, thought they were receptacles 
for food aud took his meals from one, 
ceremoniously opening and shutting the 
door between each mouthful.

CASTILIAN CUISINE. 


Names and Contents of tile F a v o r i t e 
Dishes In Cuba. 
The commercial exodus to Cuba is 
apt to result in familiarizing Americans 
with bona fide Spanish cooking, some­ 
thing seldom seen in this country. Oil 
aud pepper are the two things that es 
peri ally characterize the Castilian cui­ 
sine. One of the favorite dishes in Cuba 
is “ tasajo,” which is simply dried 
meat, cooked with tomatoes, red pep­ 
pers and onions. 
“ Tripa a la Anda- 
lnza” is another preparation frequently 
seen. 
As the name indicates, the basis 
is boiled tripe, which is cooked witn 
beans and potatoes and always served 
with the small red Spanish sausage 
known as “ butafarra Catalina.” 
A 
similar sausage, only black, is known 
as “ butafarra Astoriana.” “ Chile con 
carne,” which everybody eats, is noth­ 
ing more than a thick stew of beef 
(carne) aud beans seasoned with chiles. 
Spanish “ tortillas” are corn cakes fla­ 
vored with red peppers, aud differ from 
the Mexican tortilla in that the latter, 
when properly made, are rolled in chop­ 
ped vegetables. A salad, a la Espanola, 
is prepared of lettuce and celery, with 
a few sliced tomatoes and peppers. 
Served with French dressing it is very 
good. 
The Spanish soups are as a rule a lit­ 
tle too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege­ 
tables and 
look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, however, does not have the im ­ 
portant role among tho Spaniards that 
it plays in French domestic economy 
and is an article of secondary impor­ 
tance. The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ere long on home menus and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
what they are composed of.—New Or­ 
leans Times-Democrat. 


The l&volution of the Sideboard. 
The dresser began Arvice in the 
kitchen as a table, advancing until it 
was composed of a top and two shelves 
below, supported by four legs. 
It was 
then used not so much as a place for 
dressing the meats as a serving table, 
on which dishes were placed before be­ 
ing allotted to the members of the 
household. 
At a later period a portion 
of the dresser became inclosed, and aft­ 
er that an extra shelf, with sometimes 
a hood, was placed on it. It was not 
then an article of kitchen furniture, but 
stood iu the hall or living room. 
As a 
result of the desire to reduce the quan­ 
tity of furniture iii the hall the credence 
and dresser were combined as one arti­ 
cle, with a closet aud shelf below and 
several shelves above, the whole sur­ 
mounted by a canopy. Then it was like 
some of our sideboards, though it was 
not known by that name until theeight- 
eenth century, when it assumed the 
long, low table form, with drawers and 
cupboards below. 
The name sideboard 
prior to this had, however, been applied 
to tables as early as the sixteenth cen­ 
tury.—Architectural Record.

CASTILIAN CUISINE.

The commercial exodus to Cuba is 
apt td result in familiarizing Americans 
with bona fide Spanish cooking, some­ 
thing seldom seen iii this country. Oil 
and pepper are tho two things that cs 
peeially characterize the Castilian cui­ 
sine. One of the favorite dishes in Cuba 
is “ tasajo,” which is simply dried 
meat, cooked with tomatoes, red pep­ 
pers and onions. 
“ Tripa a la Anda- 
lu/.a” is another preparation frequently 
seen. 
As the name indicates, the basis 
is boiled tripe, which is cooked witn 
beans aud potatoes and always served 
with the small red Spanish sausage 
known as “ butafarra Catalina.” 
A 
similar sausage, only black, is known 
as “ butafarra Astoriana.” “ Chile con 
carne, ” which everybody eats, is noth­ 
ing more than a thick stew of beef 
(carne) aud beans seasoned with chiles. 
I 
Spanish “ tortillas” are corn cakes fla­ 
vored with red poppers, aud differ from 
the Mexican tortilla iii that the latter, 
when properly made, are rolled in chop 
ped vegetables. A salad, a la Espanola, 
is prepared of lettuce and celery, W’itb 
a few sliced tomatoes and peppers 
Served w’itta French dressing it is very 
good. 
The Spanish soups are as a rule a lit­ 
tle too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege­ 
tables and 
look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, however, does not have the im ­ 
portant role among tho Spaniards that 
it plays in French domestic economy 
and is an article of secondary impor­ 
tance The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ere long on home menus and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
what they are composed of.—New Or­ 
leans Times-Democrat. 


The navaga and the Birdcage. 
A gentleman who wont out with 
Stanley to Africa took with him a num­ 
ber of birdcages, iu which he hoped to 
bring back some specimens of the rarer 
birds of the interior. Owing to the 
death of his carriers he was obliged to 
throw away the birdcages with a num­ 
ber of other articles. These were seized 
by the natives in great glee, though 
they did not know what to do with 
them, but they eventually decided that 
the small circular cages were a kind of 
headgear, and, knocking off the bottom, 
the chiefs strutted about in them with 
evident pride. One chief, thinking him ­ 
self more wise than the others and hav­ 
ing seen the white men eat at table out 
of dishes, thought they were receptacles 
for food and took his meals from one, 
ceremoniously opening and shutting the 
door between each mouthful.

The Evolution of the Sideboard. 
The dresser began Arvice in the 
kitchen as a table, advancing until it 
was composed of a top aud two shelves 
below, supported by four legs. 
It was 
then used not so much as a place for 
dressing the meats as a serving table, 
on which dishes were placed before be­ 
ing allotted to the members of the 
household. 
At a later period a portion 
of the dresser became inclosed, aud aft­ 
er that an extra shelf, with sometimes 
a hood, was placed on it. It was not 
then an article of kitchen furniture, but 
stood in tho hall or living room. 
As a 
result of the desire to reduce the quan­ 
tity of furniture in the hall the credence 
and dresser were combined as one arti­ 
cle, with a closet aud shelf below and 
several shelves above, the whole sur­ 
mounted by a canopy. Then it was like 
some of our sideboards, though it was 
not known by that name until tho eight­ 
eenth century, when it assumed the 
long, low table form, with drawers and 
cupboards below. 
The name sideboard 
prior to this had, however, been applied 
to tables as early as the sixteenth cen­ 
tury.—Architectural Record.

dress. On the left breast is worn a five 
point star, made of manilla and wrapped 
with red, white and blue throad. 
The 
guard is equipped with swords, belts 
and haversacks and is drilled by an old 
army veteran in marching and saber 
drill, the latter according to the old 
"Stevenson tactics,” and they make 
their blades whistle. They have attain­ 
ed high proficiency in drill, and their 
fame bas become state wide. 
These pretty cavaliers will attend the 
annual regatta at Astoria. They are de­ 
termined to be the chief attraction and 
are brushing up their uniforms and 
drilling daily for the trip. Orders have 
been issued for the Astoria campaign. 
Two blankets, a sheet and pillow will 
be allowed to each member, and two 
must bunk together, tying their effects 
in one bandle. Discipline is very rigid, 
which is necessary to control 40 romp­ 
ing, healthy girls. While in camp their 
quarters w ill be inspected daily by a 
board of three members. Rising and re­ 
tiring at appointed hours are required. 
Breaches of discipline are punishable 
by reducing officers to the ranks and the 
dismissal of erratio ones from member­ 
ship. The drill is active and healthful. 
The guards can storm the trenches or 
drive a mob from the streets, and when 
in a sham conflict their yells remind 
the old troopers of the Johnnies and 
Yanks of long ago.—Portland Oregoni­ 
an.

Id the Ohio Educational Monthly Mr. 
a . Dollinger has collected some 
startling statistics in regard to the ase 
of cigarettes and tobacco in the Ohio 
high schools. It is scarcely necessary to 
comment on the cold facts that are pre­ 
cented, and they will no doubt prove to 
be words of council and warning to the 
young men in our own schools. 
If 
some one will answer the question that 
the author asks at the end of his article, 
be will confer a favor noon society. 
“ A prominent statistician has said 
that the use of cigarettes has increased 
more than 500 per cent in the past three 
years. 
Noticing the very common use 
of tobacco, both smoking and chewing, 
and the smoking of cigarettes among 
school boys, I thought a comparison of 
school work between the two classes, 
viz.: those who use tobacco and cigar­ 
ettes and those who do not, might be of 
interest to parents, teachers and super­ 
intendent. 
“ In a certain village high school in 
Ohio for the year ’97-’98 there was an 
enrollment of 47 boys, averaging in age 
from 14 to 19 years. Of these 47 boys, 
as near as I could learn, 25 need to­ 
bacco in no shape or form. Of the 22 
five smoked and chewed, but did not 
use cigarettes. The remaining 17 chewed 
and smoked tobacco, cigars and pipes or 
both, and also smoked cigarettes. 
“ The course of study in this particu­ 
lar high school will compare very favor­ 
ably with the courses of study in any of 
the villages of the state of equal size, 
and it is but reasonable to presume that 
the boys here are on a par with the boys 
of other villages and towns as far as in­ 
telligence and capability or learning is 
concerned. 
The 
following 
average 
grades have been carefully prepared 
from last year’s w ork: 
“ The yearly average of the boys who 
used tobacco in no way is as follows: 
Chemistry, 97 per cent; Latin, 87 per 
cent; physics, 87 per cent; algebra, 88 
per cent; geometry, 87 per cent; arith­ 
metic, 86 per cent; grammar 85 per 
cent; physiology, 89 per cent; physi­ 
cal geography, 
92 
per cent; rhet­ 
oric, 98 per cent; civics, IOO per cent. 
Of those who use tobacco but do not 
smoke cigarettes: 
Chemistry, 91 per 
cent; latin 56 per cent; physics 75 per 
cent; algebra, 50 per cent; geometry, 
78 per cent; arithmetic, 67 per cent; 
grammar, 54 per cent; physiology, 65 
per cent; physical geography 79 per 
cent: rhetoric, 88; civics, 88 per cent. 
Of those who use tobacco and also 
smoke cigarettes: 
Chemistry, 89 per 
oent; latin, 55 per cent; physics, 73 per 
cent; algebra, 48 per cent; geometry, 
72 per cent; arithmetic, 64 per cent; 
grammar, 47 per oent; physiology, 59 
per cent; physical geography, 73 per 
cent; rhetoric, 77 per oent; oivics, 86 
per cent. 
From the above it will be seen that a 
difference of from 6 to 38 per cent exists 
between the averages of those who use 
tobacco and those who do not, and from 
7 to 40 per cent between those who do 
not use tobacco and cigarettes, and those 
who do. 
Also the averages of tobacco 
users and cigarette smokers a difference 
of from I to 7 per cent exists. 
“ If what medical examiners in the late 
American-Spanish war tell us is true— 
viz., ‘that a large per cent of rejections 
for enlistment was due to the use of 
cigarettes,’ may we not reason that 
cigarettes have a likewise pernicious ef­ 
fect upon the minds of our youth? 
“ In the above illustrations I have also 
noted that the home attractions and the 
home comforts of the users and of the 
non-u9ers are about the same, but if, 
any difference exists it is in favor of 
the users. 
“ I notice also that the boys who use 
tobacco and cigarettes do not have or at 
least they do not manifest a desire to 
beep up their school work. 
They have 
a great capacity for rest and shirking, 
and it is they who on examination 
days resort to the many devices to de­ 
ceive. 
"It is also worthy of notice that boys 
who are addicted to the use of tobacco 
and cigarettes are not the ones who as a 
rnle complete 
high 
school 
courses 
They often fall by the wayside in the 
first and second year’s work. 
"Wherein lies the remedy that will 
check the growing use of tobacco and 
cigarettes among our school boys?” 


I n c i d e n t s In t h e L if e o f E l i s a b e t h o f 
A u s t r ia a t V ie n n a . 
The late empress of Austria and 
queen of Hungary went to Vienna a 
bride of 18, with no more knowledge of 
the niceties of etiquette, the ironclad 
yet unwritten form, than a stag she had 
chased through tho forest, and she cared 
for them little.

for scorn, blow for blow, and lived her 
own life. 
She demanded that Bavarian beer be 
furnished her for dinner. The court offi­ 
cials objected, but she had her way 
One day when she came from riding it 
is said she horsewhipped a gentleman 
on the stairs because he had seriously 
offended her. 
He rushed into the em­ 
peror’s room and demanded redress. 
Franz Josef bestowed upon the outraged 
one the order of the iron crown, fifth 
class. Almost her first demand after she 
arrived in Vienna was for her horses 
and dogs. That she could have these 
without number and have the finest 
parks and forests in the empire to ride 
in was her chiefest delight. 
All day 
long she was in the saddle, tiring out 
three, four or five horses. 
At times she 
would ride mile after mile, exhausting 
her attendants who tried to keep up 
with her. 
And yet she found time for study 
She possessed a really great mind in the 
student sense. 
She had remarkable fa 
cilitv in acquiring knowledge, particu­ 
larly languages and classics. 
And she 
found time, too, to try to reform her 
court, the most corrupt in Europe.— 
New York World.

THE FILIPINOS' CHIEF. 


Aguinaldo Is Brave, Ambitious, 
Unscrupulous and Diplomatic.

In the days when young Aguinaldo 
was neither senor nor don, bot just 
plain Emilio, he was servant boy for a 
Jesuit priest, and there lay the begin­ 
nings of his fortune, for this Jesuit, 
true to the traditions and teachings of 
bis order, gave the boy the foundation 
of the education which by its develop­ 
ment bas given him the mastery over 
his people. The native wit got the tools 
with which to work and boundless am­ 
bition drove it on until achievement is 
assuming proportions beyond the wild­ 
est dream of boyhood servant days. He 
left the priest and studied medicine. 
He went to Hongkong and saw some­ 
thing of other peoples and of other in­ 
tellects than degenerate Spanish or un­ 
developed Filipino. In this growth to 
manhood and this struggle for educa­ 
tion young Aguinaldo found personal 


The following letter is from the pen 
of Captain Maggie Carnahan, of the 
Salvation Army,and at present stationed 
in New York where she is doing noble 
work in the slums.

“I am glad I can write to von, Davy 
is a little better this morning, and I 
think he will continue to get along.

When I told the doctor 
Davy was worse he got in a fearful rage 
and never looked at him for a whole 
day. Then the nurse got frightened 
and went for him. 
He worked with 
Davy all that night. He was fired the 
next morning, and the nurse, he nearly 
ate me up when I said Davy was neg­ 
lected. The uight nurse was fired too 
because she used to sit aud sleep and let 
a rough man wait on her patients, 
will tell you the reason in a few words— 
there was too much flirting. There was 
a general weeding out yesterday, and 
we have good nurses today. Davy’s 
came yesterday at noon, and she has 
worked faithfully with him. There are 
some real jewels of nurses and doctors 
here, and then there are some shameful 
actions among some doctors and nurses. 
D avy would have been nearly well now 
if he had had the right care from the 
first. 
They even stopped me from 
washing or doing one thing for him. 
Montauk has been a disgrace to the 
United States.”

GENERAL ANDERSON. 
experience of the amazing blindness of 
the masters of the islands. The rule of 
the Spanish in the Philippines is almost 
beyond belief. 
I shall not try to tell the story of the 
Filipinos. A spot here and there shows 
the trend of their own development, 
aud of their work. They are stoical in 
endurance, one benefit of three centuries 
of Spanish oppression and misrule. 
They can endure and be still, endure 
physical pain and suffering, with the 
outward indifference of a red Indian. 
They have the patience of Pant be Se- 
raug, limitless courage of the fighting 
sort, and ambition, in the case of their 
leaders, that knows neither metes nor 
bounds. 
In manners they are polite and agree­ 
able, and intercourse with European 
civilisation has given some of fchftir 
leaders a distinguishing polish. They 
affect the hauteur tuid the reserve of 
their old Spanish rulers and thereby 
attach to themselves the dignity of po­ 
sition. The people are simple minded, 
open hearted, hospitable, with an un­ 
shakable faith in the wisdom, the abili­ 
ty and the truth of their leaders. Espe­ 
cially is this true of Aguinaldo. By 
whatever meaus he acquired his hold 
on the Filipinos, his word now is law 
with them, as General Anderson has 
found out in his brief experience here. 
Personally I believe Aguinaldo to be 
only a great adventurer, like that man 
at the other end of the century whom 
he imitates in his small way. His am­ 
bition is as boundless as Napoleon's, 
but he has lesH with which to work. 
His opportunity is not as great, his 
tools are not as fine, but his spirit is as 
daring A n d his will is as dauntless. His 
courage is limitless and is of the dash­ 
ing type w'hich has given him the as­ 
cendency over his people which he now 
holds. The humblest peasant speaks of 
Don Einilious a ‘‘terrible fighter.” He 
has surrounded himself with brave, 
clever men, most of whom are appar­ 
ently thoroughly patriotic. They are 
devoted entirely to Aguinaldo because 
they believe that that way lies the best 
chance of success, but they are not blind 
to his ambition or to his schemes. 
The 
loot of a splendid city like Manila 
would be a tremendous thing for Agui­ 
naldo. 
And he would not hesitate. He 
has a hart!, cold, cruel face aud a hard, 
cold, cruel disposition. 
His methods 
show him to be unscrupulous and sus­ 
picious of every luau whom he cannot 
dominate completely. 
It is not safe to 
be too conspicuous in his government 
or to huve opinions which differ too 
much from his own. 
The most successful leader, except 
himself, Ataebio, who conducted the 
movements in the north of Luzon in the 
last revolution 
and quarreled with 
Aguinaldo over the division of the 
Spanish bribe which bought the peace 
the Spanish arms could not win, has 
disappeared. On his part, when the 
quarrel was settled, he gave Aguinaldo 
his loyal support in this rebellion. 
Aguinaldo arrested him at the first 
chance and his brother, his cousin aud 
two nephews as well. 
Ataohio is gone, 
aud they whisper it around the head­ 


quarters at Laker that Pe has peen spot. 
The other four await the summons. 
‘‘A Filipino republic," said Saudigo, 
the most brilliant of all the Filipinos, 
‘‘would be the victim of the ambitious 
of all Europe." 
Aguinaldo knows this to be the truth, 
but before Europe realized on its am­ 
bition be would have had the looting 
:>f the richest and most valuable islands 
in the east, a prize for a king, a pearl 
without price. 
A liberal government, patterned on 
our own, with Filipinos in it when they 
save demonstrated their fitness and 
ability, nuder the protection of the stars 
and stripes, with Americans to guide 
until the people reach such a stage of 
advancement that they can help them­ 
selves, free speech, free worship and 
free life—that is the dream of Sandigo, 
who thinks not for himself, but for bis 
people. Both men look to the Americans 
for help, Aguinaldo, crafty and clever, 
for the furtherance of his own schemes; 
Sandigo, brilliant and patriotic, as the 
hope of his people. 
‘‘I may not live to see it,” says San- 
iligo, with a smile and a shrug of his 
shoulders. ‘‘Some day I may follow 
Atachio, but I hope.” 
When the American soldiers landed 
in Cavite, they found Aguinaldo in full 
possession beyond the navy yard gates. 
The first unpleasant indication of his 
presence was in the practical arrest of 
Lieutenant Clark, General Anderson’s 
aid. Clark was walking about Cavite 
when a Filipino soldier told him Agui­ 
naldo wanted to see him at once at 
Filipino headquarters. Clark went there, 
and Aguinaldo asked him what he was 
doing in Cavite. Clark said he was An­ 
derson’s aid and was on the general’s 
business. Aguinaldo said very well, ho 
would give Lieutenant Clark his per­ 
mission to go about the place. That 
night General Anderson sent word to 
Aguinaldo that he was in command in 
Cavite aud his officers and men must 
not be interfered with. 
On the Fourth of July Aguinaldo was 
indisposed and could not accept Ander­ 
son’s invitation to see the review of the 
First brigade. 
He sent his wonderfu l 
band instead, and that was better than 
his presence intrinsically if notin army 
courtesy. A day or two later he called 
on General Anderson, and then the 
American made a mistake in diplomacy 
of which the clever Filipino has not 
failed to make the most. The Filipino 
was received with military honors. 
A, 
company of the Fourteenth regulars 
presented arms as he came to the head­ 
quarters building, and the trumpeters 
blew the general’s salute. 
The young 
insurgent leader was cautious and re­ 
served in manner. He had already pro­ 
claimed himself first dictator aud then 
president of the Philippine republic in 
order to forestall the Americans as 
much as possible, and now he wanted 
to learn as mach as possible of the 
Americans’ intentions. 
But he had no 
confidences to exchange. Finally he ask­ 
ed directly what the Americans intend­ 
ed to do in regard to the Philippines. 
“ We have lived as a nation 122 
years,” 
replied 
General 
Anderson 
through his interpreter, ‘‘and have nev­ 
er owned or desired a colony. 
We con­ 
sider ourselves a great nation as we are, 
and I leave you to draw your own in­ 
ference. ’ ’ 
The face of the young Filipino was 
like a mask, and no fleeting change of 
expression showed how quick he was to 
grasp the tactical error, but his eyes 
danced, and he said to his interpreter: 
‘‘Tell General Anderson that I do 
not fear that the Americans will annex 
the Philippines, because I have read 
their constitution many times and I do 
not find a provision there for annexa­ 
tion or colonization. ” 
When Aguinaldo returned to his 
headquarters, he found there a letter 
from General Anderson saying that an­ 
other American expedition would soon 
arrive and that room would be needed 
for these soldiers. He replied at once, 
suggesting the use of the old convent 
of Cavite. General Anderson had it in­ 
spected by his surgeons, who pronounced 
it unsanitary. Then there was more cor­ 
respondence with Aguinaldo, who finally 
moved his headquarters across Bakor 
bay to Baker, and has within a day or 
two ordered his men out of all the places 
they occupy in Cavite. To comply with 
this order the 2,000 or more Spanish 
prisoners he holds have been shifted out 
to the provinces controlled by the in­ 
surgents and scattered around. One of 
the big houses in Cavite is occupied by 
Antonio Aserio, a Chinese. 
General 
Anderson’* men ordered him out of it. 
He declared that he owned it and ap­ 
pealed to Aguinaldo, whom he has help­ 
ed a great deal. The house was used as 
a naval storehouse by the Spaniards. It 
was found by an American named Dorr, 
who has been in th is country for several 
years aud talks Tagalo, the uutive lan­ 
guage. He works for Jackson & Evans, 
who run a general store in Cavite. 
Dorr heard natives talking about a 
storehouse aud traced it back to this 
house, which is one of the biggest in 
Ca\dte. He reported to General Ander­ 
son, and a guard was sent down to oc­ 
cupy the house. It was occupied by 
Aserio and a dozen other Chinese. 
Aserio is a man of considerable impor­ 
tance here and is a stanch supporter of 
Aguinaldo. The house was full of na­ 
val aud commissary stores. There were 
coils uud coils of rope of various sizes, 
piles of copper pipe, brasses and other 
naval stores, tons of coffee, great piles 
of rice and barrels of pork. 
Aserio at 
once annealed to Aguinaldo when he 


and the other Chinese were put out, and 
Aguinaldo protests that the place be­ 
longs to an insurgent and is private 
property. 
It is evident, however, that the place 
was a naval storehouse, because the old 
{spanish sign was found in the house, 
and outside was the place from which 
it had been taken. The supplies were 
Hot such as would be carried in a pri­ 
vate stock, except perhaps some of the 
commissary stores, and even those not 
in such quantities. The army officers 
believe that in all probability when the 
Spanish ran out of Cavite a f te r Dewey’s 
victory Aserio made a deal with the 
commissary whereby he was to take 
charge of the stores and sell them for 
what he could get and divide the spoils. 
The dictator protested to General An­ 
derson about the seizure of this house 
md again asked for a declaration of 
the American intentions. The officer 
who brought this letter asked for a re­ 
ply in writing, ‘‘so that he could show 
it to his president” General Anderson 
replied that his government had not 
recognized Aguinaldos government in 
any way, nor would he, and there was 
no letter for “ the president. ” Sotho 
matter stands now.—Manila Cor. New 
York Sun.________________ 
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How Brave Private F inlay Carried 
Ammunition to the Firing? Guns. 
Private J. F. Finlay of C company, 
First California, especially distinguish­ 
ed himself at the battle of Malate, near 
Manila. For such work as this English­ 
men get the Victoria cross. Finlay is 
detailed to Major Jones’ transportation 
department as interpreter. His mother 
was a Mexican, and he learned Spanish 
before he did English. When ammuni 
tion was sent forward, Finlay was in 
charge of the train.

romatta loads of it, each carromatta 
with a native driver. 
He started when 
the Spanish fire was hottest and went 
straight up through the open fields. The 
bullets buzzed and whistled all about 
him. 
They ripped through the tops of 
his carts, and one of them hit one of hi* 
drivers in the leg. 
Fiulay kept on as if he were going 
after corn on a pleasant afternoon until 
he reached the old insurgent trench. 
Then he halted his train and went for­ 
ward alone to find some one from the 
Tenth Pennsylvania to whom he oould 
deliver the ammunition. That last IOO 
yards into our trench was what Captain 
O’Hara, a grizzled veteran who has seen 
a-plenty of hot work, called a “ very 
bot place. ” It was swept incessantly 
by Spanish bullets. But Finlay hunted 
around until he found his man, went 
back and gothisoarromattasand started 
forward. One of his ponies was shot 
just in the rear of our trench. Finlay 
took it out of the cart and with the na­ 
tive driver hauled the cart along to it* 
place, delivered his cartridges and start 
ed back. 
On the way he found Captain Richter 
lying in the field where he had fallen 
Ile jumped out of his carromatta, put 
the captain in and started on. Pretty 
soon he found another wounded man. 
That one was picked up, too, and back 
he went to camp. Then he turned the 
wounded over to the surgeons and got 
orders to take ten carromattas to the 
front aud bring back the wounded. Back 
over that bullet swept field he went 
again, as cool and unconcerned as if on 
a drive through Golden Gate park, did 
his work, brought in the wounded and 
turned in to get what sleep he could be­ 
fore the hard day’s work began soon 
after daylight.—New York Sun.

Kitchener destroyed Major M archand’s 
hopes of a junction w ith the dervishes, 
if he entertained such an idea, but his 
arrival at Fashoda w ith his expedition 
bas already stirred England, rumors of 
his success having been current for sev­ 
eral days. G reat Britain does not desire 
any interference with her plans for the 
development of Egypt and central Af­ 
rica, and she has more than once let it 
be understood that such action would 
be considered hostile and a cause of 
w ar.—New York Herald. 


CASTILIAN CUISINE. 


Name* and C ontents of th e F a v o rite 
I) I s h e s I n C a l i n . 
The commercial exodus to Cuba is 
apt to result in fam iliarizing Am ericana 
w ith bona fide Spanish cooking, some 
tiling seldom seen in this country. Oil 
aud pepper are the two things that es 
peri ally characterize the Castilian cui­ 
sine. One of the favorite dishes in Caba 
is “ tasajo, ” which is 
sim ply dried 
meat, cooked w ith tomatoes, red pep­ 
pers and onions. 
“ Tripa a la Anda- 
luza” is auntlier preparation frequently 
seen. 
As the name indicates, the basis 
is boiled tripe, which is cooked w itn 
beaus aud potatoes and alw ays served 
with tile small red Spanish sausage 
known as “ butafarra C atalina.” 
A 
sim ilar sausage, only black, is known 
as “ botafarra A storiana.” 
“ Chile con 
carne,” which everybody eats, is noth­ 
ing more than a thick stew’ of beef 
(carne) and beans seasoned w ith chiles. 
Spanish “ tortillas” are corn cakes fla­ 
vored w ith red peppers, aud differ from 
the Mexican tortilla in that the latter, 
when properly made, are rolled in chop 
ped vegetables. A salad, a la Espanola, 
is prepared of lettuce and celery, w ith 
a few sliced tomatoes and peppers. 
Served w ith French dressing it is very 
good. 
The Spanish soups are as a rule a lit 
tie too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege­ 
tables and 
look frightfully greasy 
Soup, however, does not have the im ­ 
portant role among tho Spaniards that 
it plays in French domestic economy 
aud is an article of secondary im por­ 
tance. The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ere long on home menus and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
w hat they are composed of.—New O r­ 
leans Times-Democrat. 


IH « ravage And th e B ird cage. 
A gentleman who went out w ith 
Stanley to Africa took w ith him a num ­ 
ber of birdcages, iii which he hoped to 
bring back some specimens of the rarer 
birds of the interior. 
Owing to the 
death of his carriers he was obliged to 
throw away the birdcages w ith a num ­ 
ber of other articles. These were seized 
by the natives in great glee, though 
they did not know w hat to do w ith 
them, but they eventually decided that 
the small circular cages were a kind of 
headgear, aud, knocking off the bottom, 
the chiefs strutted about in them w ith 
evident pride. One chief, thinking him ­ 
self more wise than the others arid hav­ 
ing seen the w hite men eat at table out 
of dishes, thought they were receptacles 
for toed and took his meals from one, 
ceremoniously opening and shutting the 
door between each mouthful.

The Evolution of the Sideboard. 
The dresser began ,#rvice in the 
kitchen as a table, advancing until it 
was composed of a top aud two shelves 
below, supported by four legs. 
It was 
then used not so much aa a place for 
dressing tho meats as a serving table, 
on which dishes were placed before be­ 
ing allotted to the members of the 
household. 
At a later period a portion 
of the dresser became inclosed, aud a ft­ 
er that an extra shelf, w ith sometimes 
a hood, was placed on it. 
It was not 
then an article of kitchen furniture, but 
stood in the hall or living room. 
As a 
result of the desire to reduce the quan­ 
tity of furniture in the hall the credence 
and dresser were combined as one a rti­ 
cle, w ith a closet aud shelf below and 
several shelves above, the whole sur 
mounted by a canopy. Then it was like 
some of our sideboards, though it was 
not known by that name until theeight- 
eenth century, when it assumed the 
long, low table form, w ith draw ers and 
cupboards below. 
The name sideboard 
prior to this had, however, been applied 
to tables as early as the sixteenth cen­ 
tury.

When 
the girl became ill and was unable to 
take care of herself we sent her to the 
infirmary. 
'Last week without consulting us the 
infirmary directors sent her to Roches­ 
ter, and from there she was sent to her 
mother in West Virginia in a condition 
totally unfit for travel. 
The mother 
again applied to us for aid, and we will 
send the girl back to the infirmary and 
she will stay there. 
It was inhuman 
treatment to send her away in the con­ 
dition she is in and there is but little 
hope that she will ever get well. 
The 
Infirmary directors had no right to re 
lease her.” 


Miss Maggie McSweeney, of this city, 
died yesterday at the home of her sister 
in Wellsville from the effects of a dose 
of carbolic acid. 
Miss McSweeney yesterday afternoon 
attended the funeral of Michael Eek, 
and shortly afterward took a street car 
for Wellsville to visit her sister.

She got in the house through 
the cellar, and in less than an hour her 
sister returned and found her lying on 
the bed breathing heavily. 
She had re­ 
moved her dress and put on a wrapper. 
A cup and a spoon was at the bedside, 
and the sister at once suspecting some­ 
thing was wrong sent for Dr. Rex. 
Later Doctors Hammond aud McCon­ 
nell were called and did everything 
possible to save her life, but she never 
regained consciousness and died a few 
minutes before ll) o’clock 
Her mouth 
was badly burned with carbolic acid.and 
the physicians are certain that it had 
been used, but with what else they 
could not tell. 
Deceased was the daughter of Rich­ 
ard McSweeney, of this city, and was 
aged 21 years.

In the Ohio Educational Monthly Mr. 
Ijee A. Dollinger has collected some 
startling statistics in regard to the use 
of cigarettes and tobacco in the Ohio 
high schools. 
It is scarcely necessary to 
comment on the cold facts that are pre­ 
cented, and they will no doubt prove to 
be words of council and warning to the 
young men in our own schools. 
If 
gome one will answer the question that 
the author asks at the end of his article, 
he will confer a favor upon society. 
“A prominent statistician has said 
that the use of cigarettes has increased 
more than 500 per cent in the past three 
years. 
Noticing the very common use 
of tobacco, both smoking and chewing, 
and the smoking of cigarettes among 
school boys, I thought a comparison of 
school work between the two classes, 
viz.: those who use tobacco and cigar­ 
ettes and those who do not, might be of 
interest to parents, teachers and super­ 
intendent. 
“In a certain village high school in 
Ohio for the year ’97-’98 there was an 
enrollment of 47 boys, averaging in age 
from 14 to 19 years. 
Of these 47 boys, 
as near as I could learn, 25 used to­ 
bacco in no shape or form. 
Of the 22 
five smoked and chewed, but did not 
use cigarettes. The remaining 17 chewed 
and smoked tobacco, cigars aud pipes or 
both, and also smoked cigarettes. 
“ The course of study in this particu­ 
lar high school will compare very favor­ 
ably with the courses of study in any of 
the villages of the state of equal size, 
and it is but reasonable to presume that 
the boys here are on a par with the boys 
of other villages and towns as far as in­ 
telligence and capability o7 learning is 
concerned. 
The 
following 
average 
grades have been carefully prepared 
from last year’s work : 
“ The yearly average of the boys who 
used tobacco in no way is as follows: 
Chemistry, 97 per c e n t; Latin, 87 per 
c e n t; physics, 87 per cent; algebra, 88 
per c e n t; geometry, 87 per cen t; arith­ 
metic, 80 per cen t; grammar 85 per 
cent; physiology, 89 per cent; physi­ 
cal geography. 
92 
per 
cent; 
rhet­ 
oric, 98 per ce n t; civics, IOO per cent. 
Of those who use tobacco but do not 
smoke cigarettes: 
Chemistry, 91 per 
cent; latin 56 per cent; physics 75 per 
cent; algebra, 50 per c e n t; geometry, 
78 per c e n t; arithm etic, 67 per cen t; 
grammar, 54 per c e n t; physiology, 65 
per cent; physical geography 79 per 
cent: rhetoric, 88; civics, 88 per cent. 
Of those who use tobacco and also 
smoke cigarettes: 
Chemistry, 89 per 
oent; latin, 65 per c e n t; physics, 73 per 
cent; algebra, 48 per ce n t; geometry, 
72 per c e n t; arithmetic, 64 per ce n t; 
grammar, 47 per oent; physiology, 59 
per ce n t; physical geography. 78 per 
oent; rhetoric, 77 per o en t; oivics, 86 
per cent. 
Prom the above it will be seen that a 
difference of from 6 to 88 per cent exists 
between the averages of those who use 
tobacco and those who do not, and from 
7 to 40 per cent between those who do 
not use tobacco and cigarettes, and those 
who do. 
Also the averages of tobacco 
users and cigarette smokers a difference 
of from I to 7 per cent exists. 
“ If what medical examiners in the late 
American-Spanish war tell us is true— 
▼iz., ‘that a large per oent of rejections 
for enlistment was due to the use of 
cigarettes,' may we not reason that 
cigarettes have a likewise pernicious ef­ 
fect upon the minds of our youth? 
“In the above illustrations I have also 
noted that the home attractions aud the 
home comforts of the users aud of the 
non-users are about the same, but if, 
any difference exists it is in favor of 
the users. 
“I notice also that the boys who use 
tobacco and cigarettes do not have or at 
least they do not manifest a desire to 
keep up their school work. 
They have 
a great capacity for rest and shirking, 
and it is they who on examination 
days resort to the many devices to de­ 
ceive. 
“ It is also worthy of notioe that boys 
who are addicted to the use of tobacco 
and cigarettes are not the ones who as a 
rule complete 
high 
school 
courses. 
I boy often fall by the wayside in the 
brat and second year’s work. 
Wherein lies the remedy that will 
' heck the growing use of tobacco and 
cigarettes among our school boys ?’ ’

troops in the field engaged in active op­ 
erations. We have a Redcross hospital 
corps iii the army of enlisted men, 
whose doty it is to render first aid to 
the wounded upon the field of battle 
and to care for the sick iii our division 
field hospitals, and I have been of the 
opinion that female nurses would be 
an incumbrance to troops during active 
operations, but so soon as serious sick 
nesses developed iu our camps and it 
became necessary to treat typhoid fever 
cases in our field hospitals I gladly ac­ 
cepted the services of trained female 
nurses for the division field hospital, 
and in our general hospitals we have 
employed them from the first. The gen 
era! testimony from the surgeons iii 
charge of these hospitals has been that 
their services have been of great value. 
Very many of these trained nurses have 
been obtained through the kind assist­ 
ance of the Redcross Society For Main­ 
tenance of Trained Nurses, Auxiliary 
No. 8, aud I desire to express my high 
appreciation of the valuable services 
rendered to the medical department of 
the army by this organization. 
“ My attitude toward relief organiza­ 
tions is shown by an indorsement, dated 
May 5, upon a letter addressed by the 
Rev. Henry C. McCook of Philadelphia 
to the president aud referred to me for 
rem ark: 
“ ‘May 5, 1898. Respectfully return­ 
ed to the adjutant general of the army. 
The plan proposed for the organization 
of a relief association appears to have 
been well considered, and the object in 
view will commend itself to every pa­ 
triotic citizen. 
But it is a question 
whether the 
president 
should give 
special privileges to any particular or­ 
ganization. 
Other prominent individ­ 
uals in distant parts of the country may 
be orguui/.ing for the same purpose. 
One such proposition has come to me 
from Chicago. 
While I approve iii a 
general way of organizations for the re­ 
lief work proposed, it appears to me 
that it will be best not to give in ad­ 
vance exclusive privileges to any par­ 
ticular organisation. 
In case of need, 
assistance should be accepted from any 
organization prepared to give it.' 
“ This has been my guiding principle ; 
throughout—that relief when needed ; 
should be promptly accepted without j 
reference to the source from which it , 
comes. 
“ A committee of the American Na­ 
tional lied Cross association called upon 
me in my office in Washington some 1 
time in advance of the lauding of our > 
troops in Santiago, making an offer of I 
assistance. 
I received them most cour­ 
teously and ail vised them louse their re- I 
sources in fitting up a hospital ship, 
telling them that a hospital ship was 
now being fitted up for the use of the 
medical department, but it was not ut 
all improbable that an emergency would 
arise which would overtax our resources 
and that in such an event a hospital 
ship, 
properly equipped, having on 
board a corps of doctors and nurses, 
would be a most valuable auxiliary.
